Wrangall Institute is just about 5% 
miles from Wrangell town. The buildings 
are shuttled together in about one acre. 
They seem like the ohly buildings for 
miles around, with the gigantic trees 
surrounding them. 

The enormous mountains are thickly 
covered with approximately 75 to 150 
foot trees. Wrangell Institute is at 
the bottom of a huge snow-covered moun- 
tain.

It also is covered 
densely with timber, except for one large 
spot. This spot on the island looks ex- 
tremely baré.
